Dr . Ramaswamy ' s letter of 14th June shows that the 
money that was placed at our disposalby the Prime Minister 
to assist Frau Schenkl has now been completely exhausted. 
A.Sch.12.50 balance in the statement dated 14th June 
has subsequently been exhausted by the -purchase of a film 
for Anita. This fact may now be reported. P.3, will please 
put up the references. 

2. It may be placed on record that having obtained 
the Secret file regarding Frau ^chenkl from our 
Legation in Vienna, as per Dr. Ramaswamy ' s letter 

dated February 23, I have arranged to have every important 
letter on that file copied out to complete this Embassy 
file, and the Legation file has been returned to Dr. Ramaswamy 
it v/as handed over to him personally when he was last 
here. 

3. Anita's Registration . Anita has been registered 
in terms of our Legation letter No. Con. 8(18) , datedJune 8 
(SI. No. 20), "as the child of an Indian citizen" — whose 
father's name is Shri Subhas Chandra Bose and mother's 
name Frau Emi.lie Schenkl. 

Dr. Ramaswamy pointed out to me in the course of 
discussions in Vienna this month that, whereas the Ministry's 
letter No .ID. 1736-NG0/54, dated May 31 (Serial No. 18) speaks 
of registering the girl "as an Indian citizen under article 8" 
of the Indian Constitution and, indeed, that is what I 
had asked for in my letter of May 19 (serial No. 13). Frau 
Schenkl has repeatedly told Dr. Ramaswamy that she wants the 
girl to be registered as the "child of an Indian citizen." 

Dr. Ramaswamy was emphatic that Frau Schenkl wanted that the 
girl should not thereby lose her Austrian citizenship for 
various reasons. 

This is all very well, but the child of an 
Indian citizen, if registered in the Legation as such, 
can only come under article 8 In this case and, as such, 
she is an Indian citizen. 

We may let this be where it rests for the present. 
Unfortunately, I did not myself have occasion to discuss 
this detail with Frau Schenkl and She did not herself 
raise it in the course of conversation I had with her this 
time. Mr.Safrani, the new First Secretary, knows Frau Schenkl 
well personally an : so do I now. ’When we next see her we 
may speak to her about this tactfully. The Trust Deed 
which is going to lead to Anita receiving sums of money 
in future is not conditional on her being an Indian citizen 
or otherwise. This is irrespective of her citizenship. 
Undoubtedly it is implicit,, that the daughter of the late 
Subhas Chandra Bose is an Indian citizen ''under article 8). 

We do not want her to lose any advantage that she may have 
as an Austrian citizen in Austria and we are not going to 
advertise this registration in the Legation. Whatever else . 
might arise in future as a result we shall consider as 
and when the question arises. But we should explain these 
implications to Frau Schenkl tactfully when we meet her next 
time.

The First Secretary has verified that a 
non-resident Austrian citizen can open an account in 
a Swiss bank. There, therefore, need be no difficulty 
in our agreeing to pay part of the monies to be paid 
to Anita into a Swiss bank account if Frau Schenkl 
opens such an account. 

We have discussed this with Mr.Vijaya 
Raghavan during his visit to Berne. Mr. Vi jay a 
Raghavan dhould be given a copy of our notes at 
pages 4 and 5 (and this note). Mr.Vijaya Raghavan 
might speak to Frau Schenkl about this payment in 
Switzerland, and, should she desire this, the matter 
may be referred to Delhi for approval or orders. The 
reference had better be made by the Ambassador if he 
is here by the time our side of the question is 
settled. If by then, there is no Ambassador here, 
the First Secretary in Vienna might write to 
Mr.C.S.Jha or Mr.Prem Krishen demi-off icially.

My dear Jba, 

A recent circular says that you have taken 
over ’Europe and Africa as Joint Secretary* I do not 
know who is supposed to provide the answers for this 
somewhat delicate story. If it is Protocol, would you 
kindly pass the letter on to Chopra? 

There has been considerable correspondence 
between this Mission and the Prisn Minister, which 
is prestaoably in the Prime Minister’s Secretariat, 
on Frau Emilie Schenkl, who is now accepted as the 
wife of the late Shri Subha s Chandra Bose, The fact 
of marriage is accepted on the basis of a letter in 
Bengali. dated 8th February, 1943, written by 
Shri Sufchas Chandra Bose to his brother. 

Frau Schenkl has now requested our legation 
in Vienna to register her daughter, Anita Schenkl-Bose, 
as an Indian citizen. This reruest has probably been 
made because certain funds are expected to be made 
available for the child from India. The Prime 
Minister is aware of this and the matter is probably 
being handled by him personally. 

In view of these developments, there should 
he no reason for not registering the child as an 
Indian citizen, I would, however, like the formal 
approval of the Ministry before action is taken by us, 
since this is an Important individual case in which 
the Government wo ild, I am sure, be interested .
